The  School  of  HSS:  Training  and  Service 


'■\Ne  turn  out  top-flight  clinicians  and  the  school's 
reputation  is  based  on  that  fact.  Our  graduates  need  little 
help  with  job  placement  and  those  who  seek  advanced 
training  elsewhere  are  admitted  to  excellent  graduate 
schools." 

Dr.  Donald  J.  Fucci,  director  of  the  University's  School 
of  Hearing  and  Speech  Sciences  (HSS),  speaks  with  ready 
pride  and  enthusiasm  of  the  success  the  school  is  enjoying. 
Maintaining  a  trend,  enrollment  fall  quarter  is  up  by  six 
per  cent. 

In  September  HSS  and  its  associated  clinic  moved 
into  a  newly-renovated  complex  of  testing  and  therapy 
rooms,  laboratories,  classrooms  and  offices  in  Lindley  Hall. 
Some  boxes  of  equipment  and  some  stray  toys  (testifying  to 
the  presence  of  young  clients)  still  remain  to  be  put  in 
place,  and  clusters  of  wires  indicate  the  school's  T\'  moni- 
tors and  video  tape  systems  are  yet  to  be  hooked  up. 

But  no  one  is  lamenting  the  good  old  days  in  the  base- 
ment of  Ewing  Hall.  The  new  quarters  are  bright  and 
attractive,  with  adequate  space  for  the  many  kinds  of  diag- 
nostic, therapy  and  research  activities  that  involve  the 
school's  360  undergraduate  and  graduate  majors  and  full- 
time  teaching  staff  of  12. 


In  its  more  than  30  years  of  existence,  the  University's 
Speech  and  Hearing  Clinic,  the  primary  training  unit  within 
HS.S,  has  had  a  dual  focus:  to  provide  professional  experi- 
ence for  students  and  to  offer  a  wide  range  of  services  to 
both  the  Uni\ersity  and  Southeastern  Ohio. 

Each  week  the  clinic  provides  diagnostic  and  therapy 
services  to  more  than  50  clients.  Over  half  are  pre-school 
children,  with  the  majority  of  the  other  clients  college  stu- 
dents and  senior  citizens.  Clients  are  referred  to  the  clinic 
by  doctors,  parents,  teachers  and  community  agencies.  In 
the  ca.se  of  many  adult  clients  the  individuals  themselves 
request  appointments. 

.Approximately  15  people  come  to  the  center  each 
week  for  hearing  diagnostic  services,  with  the  age  range 
extending  from  4  to  over  90.  "\Ve  have  had  a  child  as  young 
as  three  months  here,"  says  Ronald  Isele,  clinic  coordinator, 
"and  we  do  see  some  2  and  3  year  olds,  but  only  infre- 
quently." 

Isele  also  says  that  the  clinic  sees  fewer  University 
students  than  might  be  expected,  although  it  has  been 
sought  out  by  X'ietnam  \eterans  with  high  frequency  hear- 
ing loss,  musicians  suffering  rock  'n  roll  hearing  decrease 
and  students  whose  summer  employment  in  industry  has 


led  to  questions  about  hearing  loss.  Under  consideration 
now  is  the  question  of  reinstituting  hearing  screening  pro- 
cedures for  all  entering  freshmen,  a  policy  familiar  to  many 
alumni. 

"We  need  to  have  our  students  obser\e  and  deal  with 
the  widest  possible  variety  of  clients  and  of  problems  of 
speech,  hearing  and  language,"  says  Isele.  Doing  this  means 
not  only  serving  those  who  come  to  the  clinic  but  also 
reaching  out  to  the  larger  community  through  a  number  of 
off-campus  programs. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Ohio  Department  of  Health, 
HSS  participates  in  regional  clinics  at  McArthur,  Logan, 
Gallipolis  and  Pomeroy.  These  clinics,  held  on  Saturday 
mornings  in  elementary  schools,  serve  an  average  of  125 
persons  each  week,  the  majority  of  them  once  again  chil- 
dren. 

The  clinic  also  sends  speech  pathologists  and  audiolo- 
gists  to  pediatric  and  otological  diagnostic  clinics  (PODS) 
in  six  area  cities.  Organized  by  the  state  department  of 
health,  these  diagnostic  centers  provide  services  periodically 
throughout  the  year.  Most  POD  clients  have  hearing  prob- 
lems, although  some  are  hampered  by  organic  problems 
interfering  with  normal  speech  production. 

Other  contacts  with  the  community  are  made  through 
students  and  staff  assisting  local  day  care  centers,  mental 
retardation  and  geriatric  units  and  public  school  systems. 

''We  are  one  of  Ohio  University's  most  direct  contacts 
with  the  non-university  community,"  says  Isele.  "Our  stu- 
dent speech  and  hearing  therapy  specialists  need  the  ex- 
perience reaching  out  brings,  and  in  turn  the  area  needs  the 
help  we  can  offer." 

How  are  the  clinic's  services  paid  for?  Funding  for  the 
day-to-day  operation  of  the  clinic  comes  from  the  budget 
of  the  School  of  Hearing  and  Speech  Sciences.  State  and 
federal  grants  have  helped  pay  for  some  equipment,  and  the 
local  chapters  of  Sertoma  and  La  Sertoma  (ser\ice  to 
mankind)  and  the  Quota  club  (an  organization  of  execu- 
tive professional  women)  also  help  support  the  clinic.  A 
sliding  fee  scale  for  clients  exists,  but  no  one  is  denied  help 
if  unable  to  pay.  All  ser\ices  are  free  to  members  of  the 
University  community  and  their  immediate  families. 

Part  of  the  school's  success,  both  Fucci  and  Isele  be- 
lieve, can  be  attributed  to  the  strong  emphasis  placed  on 
counseling  both  undergraduate  and  graduate  students.  The 
various  programs  are  complex,  and  each  student  is  as- 
signed a  faculty  adviser  whom  he  must  consult  at  least  once 
each  quarter. 

Then,  too,  since  students  and  staff  work  together  in 
the  training-ser\ice  efforts,  student-staff  rapport  is  gen- 
erally excellent.  Concern  for  students  is  al.so  seen  in  the 
student  lounge,  work  room  and  librar)'  included  in  the 
school's  new  home. 

Those  who  graduate  from  HSS  with  bachelor  degrees 
have  completed  a  student  teaching  requirement,  a  clinical 
internship  or  a  special  practicum  experience,  and  the  ma- 
jority find  jobs  with  school  systems.  Those  who  earn  mas- 
ter's or  doctoral  degrees  move  into  positions  with  clinics, 
hospitals,  research  institutions  and  universities,  as  well  as 
school  systems.

The  speech  and  hearing  sciences  are  a  popular  field, 
according  to  Dr.  Fucci,  because  they  combine  professional 
training,  helping  others  and  favorable  job  prospects.  A 
measure  of  the  popularity  is  seen  in  the  continued  increase 
in  undergraduate  enrollment  and  in  the  fact  that  this  fall 
HSS  had  125  applicants  for  the  22  openings  in  its  graduate 
programs.

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University  Update 


In  Sc'incnihrr.  ihc  Ohio  Hoard  o\  Kcycnls  nude  jjublic 
a  $1.3  billion  budget  proposal  for  funding  higher  education 
in  the  biennium  beginning  July  1,  1975,  an  increase  of 
$554.7  million  (70  per  cent)  over  the  last  biennium.  In- 
cluded in  the  proposal  was  a  recommendation  that  the  in- 
creased support  come  entirely  from  state  resources,  rather 
than  from  additional  student  fees. 

In  a  statement  on  the  proposal.  President  Harry  B. 
Crewson  said:  "The  Board  of  Regents  funding  recom- 
mendations are  realistic  if  Ohio  is  to  be  well  served  by 
higher  education.  The  potential  for  comprehensive  service 
is  already  within  our  institutions.  What  is  now  needed  is 
widespread  support  for  the  Regents  in  their  effort  to  gain 
the  necessary  priority  for  higher  education." 

Statements  of  support  for  the  funding  request  also 
were  issued  by  the  Faculty  Senate  and  the  Administrative 
Senate. 


The  Ohio  University  Board  of  Trustees  met  Sept.  30 
in  Athens  for  its  first  regular  session  with  Mrs.  J.  Wallace 
Phillips,  the  new  chairman,  presiding. 

Board  approval  was  given  to  a  new  associate  degree 
program  in  individualized  studies  and  to  a  reorganization 
move  in  the  College  of  Education  which  included  the  cre- 
ation of  a  School  of  .\pplied  Behavioral  Sciences  and  Edu- 
cational Leadership. 

Emeritus  status  was  granted  to  Professor  Robert  C. 
Wickham,  who  retired  in  June  after  teaching  engineering 
graphics  at  the  University  for  27  years.  Other  trustee  action 
included  the  permanent  establishment  of  a  student  short- 
term  loan  fund  which  lends  cash  to  students  whose  source  of 
income  is  relatively  assured  but  who  would  receive  these 
funds  following  fee  payment  deadlines. 

The  board  also  authorized  investigation  of  refinancing 
revenue  bonds  on  dormitories  which  would  level  out  pay- 
ments over  the  years.  This  type  of  financing  had  been  sug- 
gested to  the  University  by  the  Board  of  Regents  and  has 
been  used  by  the  University  of  Cincinnati. 


Enrollment  on  the  Athens  campus  of  Ohio  L^niversity 
this  fall  was  13,610.  Total  University  enrollment  including 
the  branch  campuses  was  17,565. 

Although  the  enrollment  was  1,000  under  the  estimate 
used  for  budget  planning  a  year  ago,  the  Ohio  Board  of 
Regents  awarded  the  University  the  full  subsidy  on  the 
previously  projected  figures.  Loss  of  tuition  monies  and 
inflation  ha\e  necessitated  University-wide  belt  tightening. 
Howe\er,  President  Harry  B.  Crewson  reported  in  October 
that  "the  University  can.  through  adjustments,  accommo- 
date the  known  financial  problems  ...  if  all  members  of 
the  University  conmiunity  exercise  frugality  during  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year."

Alumni  Admissions  RepresentaHves 
Assist  with  Recruitment  Effort 


"An  alumni  admissions  representa- 
tive can't  answer  the  technical  ques- 
tions a  member  of  the  admissions  staff 
can  handle,  but  what  he  or  she  can  do 
is  localize  the  recruiting  effort  with  a 
'down-the-street'  contact.  This  is  what 
makes  the  alumni  recruiting  program 
successful  —  the  fact  that  an  alum 
takes  the  time  to  make  a  call  express- 
ing pleasure  at  a  student's  interest  in 
Ohio  University." 

Doug  Voelz,  coordinator  of  the 
alumni  effort,  speaks  as  someone  con- 
vinced of  the  worth  of  the  program, 
which  currently  involves  over  200 
alumni  in  metropolitan  areas  in  and 
out  of  state. 

Being  an  alumni  representative  "is 
not  like  being  a  door-to-door  salesman 
and  trying  to  get  a  foot  in  the  door," 
says  Voelz.  "Alumni  receive  a  list  of 
students  in  nearby  high  schools  or 
areas  who  have  already  stated  they 
want  to  know  more  about  the  Univer- 
sity." 

Besides  making  such  personal  con- 
tacts, recruiters  have  helped  organize 
and  promote  bus  trips  to  campus  on 
football  weekends  and  have  been  ac- 
tively involved  in  setting  up  the 
College  Nights  sponsored  by  the  Ad- 
missions Office.  They  have  also  had  a 
voice  in  recommending  particularly 
able  high  school  seniors  for  the  Uni- 
versity's achievement  scholarships. 

Many  of  the  alumni  participants  are 
recent  graduates  who  want  to  help 
Ohio  University  but  can't  make  a  fi- 
nancial contribution  at  this  time,  ac- 
cording to  Voelz. 

More  alumni  recruiters  are  needed, 
and  \'oelz  stresses  that  these  volunteers 
require  little  in  the  way  of  formal 
training:  "What  a  recruiter  should 
have  is  a  willingness  to  say  to  a  po- 
tential freshman,  'If  my  university  ex- 
perience in  Athens  can  help  you,  I'm 
available  to  assist  you  in  any  way  that 
I  can.'  "

For  the  second  consecutive  year  the 
University's  forensic  team  has  won 
first  place  in  national  competition 
among  universities  with  8,000  enroll- 
ment or  more. 

The  43-member  team's  accumulated 
year-long  score  of  1,189  was  easily 
first,  with  the  University  of  .Southern 
California  placing  second  with  796 
points. 

Gifts  from  alumni  supplemented  the 
forensic  program's  budget  to  help  the 
team  compete  in  national  events  dur- 
ing the  year. 

We  Also  Serve 

Because  of  its  commitment  to  help- 
ing servicemen  and  women  earn  col- 
lege credit  and  degrees  while  engaged 
in  service  assignments,  the  University 
has  been  designated  a  Servicemen's 
Opportunity  College.  One  of  121  in- 
stitutions which  will  receive  such  a 
designation,  the  University — through 
its  Lancaster  branch — currently  serves 
military  personnel  at  Rickenbacker 
Air  Force  Base. 

The  four-year  Servicemen's  Oppor- 
tunity College  is  a  cooperative  project 
of  13  higher  education  associations 
which  represent  more  than  1200  mem- 
ber institutions. 


What  Happened? 

In  mid-October  more  than  12.000 
Ohio  high  school  seniors  took  the  pre- 
liminarv-  objective  examination  for  the 
Uni\ersity's  28th  .Annual  .American 
History  Contest.  In  November  the 
winners  from  each  of  the  state's  coun- 
ties, along  with  the  10  top  scorers  in 
Ohio,  were  on  campus  for  the  final 
essay  examination. 

First  prize  in  the  contest  is  $100 
and  a  tuition  scholarship  to  Ohio 
University,  to  be  renewed  through  the 
student's  senior  year  provided  the  re- 
cipient maintains  a  B  average.  Second 
and  third  prizes  are  $75  and  $50,  and 
fourth  through  tenth,  $20. 


The  University's  .Avionics  Engineer- 
ing Center  has  received  a  $499,488 
contract  from  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  for  work  on  a  project 
designed  to  make  air  travel  safer. 

The  contract,  which  is  for  a  30- 
month  period,  will  support  study  and 
refinement  of  instrument  landing  sys- 
tems used  at  hundreds  of  airports 
across  the  country.  The  Center's  ex- 
perience in  ILS  technology  has  been 
developed  over  more  than  10  years. 

The  research  will  be  conducted  on 
campus  and  at  \arious  airports,  as 
well  as  at  the  Center's  test  site  at 
Miami,  Fla.  Director  of  the  Avionics 
Center  is  Dr.  Richard  H.  McFarland. 


Road  Show 

.After  their  annual  Dad's  Day  V'ar- 
sity  Band  Show  on  campus,  the  110 
Marching  Men  took  to  Ohio's  roads 
for  a  series  of  one-night  stands  in 
Kettering,  Columbus,  Bowling  Green, 
Maumee  and  Garfield  Heights. 

The  tour  could  mark  the  last  ap- 
pearance of  the  band  as  the  "march- 
ing men."  In  1975,  as  the  University 
mo\es  to  comply  with  Title  IX  guide- 
lines of  the  federal  Education  Amend- 
ments, women  musicians  who  can  play 
and  pace  with  equal  fer\or  will  be 
able  to  audition  for  the  band.

Brady 

Six  new  members — five  athletes  and 
ail  administrator — have  been  added  to 
the  Ohio  University  Hall  of  Fame. 

Dr.  King  Brady  '50,  now  a  patholo- 
gist in  West  Lafayette,  Ind.,  lettered 
in  football  in  1946  and  1947,  as  well 
as  in  baseball  in  1946,  '47,  and  '48. 
He  was  both  a  first  and  third  team 
All-Ohio  choice  in  football  and  an 
honorable  mention  Little  Ail-Ameri- 
can choice. 

Frank  "Peg"  Fuller  '22  won  10 
varsity  letters  including  four  in  foot- 
ball. As  captain  in  his  senior  year  he 
was  an  All-Ohio  halfback.  Fuller  also 
lettered  in  basketball,  track,  and  base- 
ball. He  later  played  as  an  outfielder 
with  Memphis  in  the  Southern  Associ- 
ation and  also  played  pro  football  with 
the  New  York  Giants.

Tribute  Paid  to  Jim  Snyder 


In  September  o\er  250  friends  (in- 
cluding 29  fonner  players)  of  Jim 
Snyder  gathered  in  Athens  to  give  him 
a  recognition  banquet.  It  was  a  night 
of  nostalgia  and  humorous  reminis- 
cence. Below  are  some  of  the  high- 
lights: 

Kermit  Blosser,  University  golf 
coach  and  Snyder's  assistant  for  sev- 
eral years : 

"Jim  and  I  were  hired  here  on  the 
same  day,  and  one  of  my  jobs  was  to 
keep  Jim  on  the  bench.  In  his  excite- 
ment he'd  be  jumping  up  and  down, 
and  one  thing  I  learned  for  sure:  he 
could  chew  and  spit  gum  faster  and 
farther  than  anyone  in  the  league!  I 
remember  a  time  when  he  jumped  up 
and  I  grabbed  him  and  he  hollered, 
'Lemme  go;  I  want  to  get  my  gum!' 
He  did  and  put  it  back  in  his  mouth 
and  the  game  could  go  on." 

Bob  Bauer,  a  former  college  official 
now  in  the  National  Football  League, 
presented  a  plaque  reading,  '"We'll  all 
miss  you  —  the  officials,"  and  then 
quipped: 

"Jim  was  actually  forced  to  retire 
because  he  crossed  out  so  many  offi- 
cials they  couldn't  get  anyone  to  work 
his  games!" 

Then  after  the  verbal  tributes,  the 
presentation  of  the  key  to  the  city,  the 
proclamations,  the  plaques,  the  gifts 
from  former  players  and  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  establishment  of 
the  Jim  Snyder  Endowment  Fund, 
Snyder  got  to  his  feet,  hitched  up  his 


trousers,  and  said : 

"If  you're  waiting  for  me  to  choke 
up,  it  might  be  soon.  But  you're  not 
only  honoring  me  tonight  —  you're 
honoring  a  tradition.  Before  me,  Butch 
Grover  and  then  Dutch  Trautwein 
had  fine  basketball  programs  here.  I 
was  just  next  in  line  and  blessed  with 
people  like  Blosser  and  Wren  and 
Richey  and  Heffelfinger. 

"I  have  so  many  stories  about  re- 
cruiting: I  remember  when  we  re- 
cruited Howard  Jolliff  (now  princi- 
pal at  Canton  South  High  School ) . 
I'd  call  him  up  and  say,  'Howard,  are 
you  coming  down?'  He'd  say,  'Huh.' 
But  he  had  the  nicest,  most  gracious 
mother  anyone  ever  had.  People  would 
ask  me  if  Howard  was  coming  to 
school  here  and  I'd  say,  'I  don't  know, 
but  I  think  his  mother  is.' 

"I  won't  forget  Howard  .  .  .  Whaley 
.  .  .  Scotty  ...  all  the  great  players 
through  the  years.  I  thank  you  all."

"Our  basketball  style  and  philoso- 
phy will  take  on  .several  new  dimen- 
sions," says  Bandy.
